While the condemnation is well merited by 
many cheap mixtures there are still some 
"Mixed Paints" that are intended to and will 
protect buildings. 

The consumer naturally wishes a paint that 
will last sufficiently long to repay him for the 
expense incurred.

QUANTITY REQUIRED 



There are so many circumstances which 
materially affect the quantity of paint required 
for any specified work that the amount, at 
best, can only be determined approximately. 

A good workman will use less than a poor 
one. Paint will spread better in warm than 
in cold weather. A surface previously painted 
needs less than one not in such condition, etc. 

As one coat seldom, if ever, gives satisfac- 
tion, we always recommend two-coat work, 
and calculate on this basis. 

Although the exact quantity of paint needed 
cannot be accurately ascertained, many prac- 
tical experiments have shown that one gallon 
of Agate will cover, on the average, 300 square 
feet, two coats. 

To determine the dimensions of a house is 
especially difficult, as doors, sashes, windows, 
etc., must be considered and allowance made 
for waste of material, which will be more or 
less according to skill of the workman. 

The best way of ascertaining the quantity 
required is to multiply the mean height by the 
total number of feet on front, rear and sides, 
divide this product by 300 (the number of 
square feet a gallon will cover) ; the quotient 
will give the number of gallons. 

If the building has not been painted for 
some time and is somewhat weather-beaten, 
it is well to apply a coat of linseed oil first, 
as this will act as a surfacer and prevent too 
great absorption of paint. 

All new work should have a priming coat. 

If satisfactory results are desired, the paint 
should be thoroughly stirred until an even con- 
sistency is obtained, but never attempt to stir 
through the bunghole of a wooden bucket; re- 
move the head and use a stick long enough to 
reach the bottom. To avoid waste of material, 
pour some of the paint into another vessel, 
and, when 'thoroughly mixed, add that prev- 
iously taken out. 



Paint should never be applied to a surface in 
the least degree damp, or in rainy or foggy 
weather, as the wood is then naturally moist 
and will in all probability cause the paint to 
blister and peel. 

Too great care cannot be taken to prepare 
new work properly. If machine-dressed lum- 
ber has been used an exposure to one or two 
storms is advisable, and then thoroughly dried, 
as this raises the grain and secures much 
greater adhesion of the paint. 

All knots and sappy places should first be 
covered with a coat of shellac varnish but 
do not putty nail holes and seams until after 
priming coat has been applied. 

Before applying a second coat, always 
allow the former one to become thoroughly 
dry. 

Great judgment must be used in the treat- 
ment of a house previously painted, as every- 
thing depends upon its condition. If the old 
paint has scaled or blistered, the surface should 
be scraped and made even.

SELECTION OF COLOR 

By a little careful study, many attractive 
color combinations may be obtained. 

The choice of colors is largely a matter of 
taste, but care should be taken to procure har- 
mony; otherwise the effect of the combination 
is apt to be far from satisfactory. 

If the structure is surrounded by heavy 
foliage, making a dark background, the lighter 
shades offer the happier contrast. If not so 
situated, any combination in harmony with the 
adjacent buildings will furnish pleasing effects. 

The colors here shown are those most in 
demand, but any desired shades furnished in 
quantities of five gallons or over.
